‘FIGHTING FOR FREEDOM. 


Struggles for freedom show nations at 
their best. Emancipation from Oriental 
despotism niust befor the people of China 
a process extending, it may well be over 
a period commensurate indeed with the 
priceless volie of tha objects “sought, 
and essential to the proper, growth and 
stretigthening of the national spirit, yet 
to the more sanguine among het. ad. 
vanced teachers. finduly prolonged and 
fraught with the perils that aro inciden- 
tal to periods-of transition in national 
life. 

Weare probably in danger as Occiden; 
tals in underestimating the keenness 
-and thoroughness of the Chinese in im- 

bibing ond absorbing idens from the 
West that’ find a ready affinity in their 
own racial charaeteriatics. This is spe- 
cially true of movements affecting the 
commonwealth that depend for virility, 
Adequacy, and final effectiveness on the 
power of numbers united under men of 
light and leading. No lessons have 
been more impressive than those derived: 
by ‘thé Far Enstern nations from tho 
struggles for popular liberty that have 
marked the history of the leading West, 
ern races. * : 

Young Chinese'who find a temporary 
home in other countries as students of 
other politics take ever more broadly 
and intelligently the guage and measure 
of. Western civilisation as i€ affects the 
greatest happiness of the greatest num- 
ber, whilst thé home-keeping youths of 
the more adyanced provinces are not 
without their opportunities of learning 
from the new literature, especially tho 
teforming newspapers, where the Jead- 
ring nations stand in respect of Govern- 
ment by the people throagh. taxation 
joined with representation in deliberative 
and legislative assemblies, 

Rightly regarded tbe protest of Che- 
kiang against the action of Peking, and
